: Young men arc disposed and with 
gome justice nowadays to complain that 
all tho vocations are overcrowded, und 
that for every vacant clerkship there are 
a score of applicants. 
It is also made a 


theme of lament that tho profession.? arc 
too full, and young men who have a 
moderate capital and sorao business ca- 
pacity and experience, declare that in 
mercantile pursuits competition is ruin- 
ous and that a small sum of money is of 
little aceountmthe settled communities. 
.' Granting that these complaints aro 
well-founded, there is a field yet open for 
energy, skill and ambition. The prob- 
lem of how to make a living can bo per- 
haps more satisfactorily solved by falling 
back on the soil than by any other ex- 
periment. There are still cheap lauds 
in tho West and South, and if a young 
man lacks money to farm on a big scale, 
he can ben-in in a smaller way, and by 
stock raising, small fruits, truck patch- 
ing or some other limited essays in this 
wholesome and useful field of agricul- 
ture secure a living, and, with reason- 
able fortune, in time a- competence. 
There aro hundreds of young men in 
cities, who could, in a few years, save 
up enough money, if they were so in- 
clined, to buy a little place and devote 
themselves to raising food for the ever- 
increasing millions of consumers in the 
country. 


With all the hardships of farm life, and 


they have been greatly exaggerated, it is 
the happiest life known to men. 
It is 


freer from tho bickerings and tho worri- 
ments and tho tortuous devices and the 
seltish rivalries and the antagonisms that 
mark tho struggle of humanity for food, 
shelter and clothing than any other mode 
of existence. It is a life which is com- 
monly attended with health, with good 
appetite and digestion, sound sleep, clear 
(xamplexion, expanded lungs, firm mus- 
cles, an open mind and an untroubled 
conscience. 
Tho man who gets fairly 


under way in this pursuit with his house, 
his lands and his crops unembarrassed is 
certainly an independent man, if such a 
being exists. In tho genial southern 
climate he escapes the severities of win- 
ter, and his lot is a still happier one. 
Ho is sure of food, and if he be decently 
R 


rudcnt he never need know what debt 
i. There are localities in Kentucky, 
Virginia, Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, 
and Florida, where an energetic young 
man, with little capital, could do better 
nt farming than he could possibly hope 
to do in an}-city or at any other vocation, 
and out in those far regions of Oregon 
and Washington 
Territory there aro 


splendid opportunities for young men to 
begin now a career useful, happy and 
prosperous in tilling the soil under the 
open sky, away from tho contentions of 
cities. 


The temptations in oities which invite 


a reckless waste of money are apt to 
keep those poor w_ho do got good salaries, 
and then a salaried position is always 
one of more or less dependence and pre- 
carious in its tenure. 
To bo one's own 


master is a thing to be coveted and 
sought after. 
The brave and energetic 


young fellow who has made a good se- 
lection of a little farm in a well-watered 
valley, and who means to be forehanded 
and avoid debt and slavery, can in time, 
unless he is signally unfortunate, bo his 
own master, in every proper sense, and 
he will find this free and beautiful open- 
air life a thousand-fold happier than tho 
artificial life of towns. Here there is a 
field that is ever open. There is no 
dangerof its being overcrowded, 'i'hcre 
will always be a tendency to rush into 
tho cities for the excitements which 
flourish there, and the wise and ardent 
young men who turn their backs on those 
false shows and go straightway to na- 
ture will come out best in the long run. 
They will have made a good and sub- 
stantial living, whilst tho spendthrifts of 
tho towns are still wonduring, with 
empty heads and purses, how it. can bo 
done. The South and Northwest still 
offer welcome, and the generous soil yot 
contains rewards for those who aro de- 
serving.—Farm and Fireside. 


Hydraulic Pressure in Wall Street 


; Stock-watering has an evil sound in 
tho public ear and justly so by reason of 
its associations. But stock- watering per 
se is not a fraud. 
It is nothing more, 


when'legitimately dono than realizing 
,the enhanced value of a property. 
It is 


just as proper a proceeding as that of a 
•merchant who marks up the price of the 
stock of goods he has on hand. 
Never- 


theless, it has an evil odor clinging to it, 
for the operation presents such tempta- 
tions to fraud on tho part of those in 
control of the property, that it is rare for 
the thing to be done without fraud at 
some stage. Sometimes it i.s a series of 
frauds from first to last, enriching tho 
few men who planned and executed it, 
inflicting severe losses on hundreds of 
innocent investors, while the property 
itself is irretrievably injured. 
All this 


will bo called a Wall Street trick, or stock 
jobbery, but in fact it is simply corporate 
dishonesty. Let us take one glaring ex- 
ample. Suppose that there exists a largo 
corporation having a heavy capital, and 
performing highly important functions 
in relation to the public. Its Board of 
Directors is composed of tho leading men 
of the financial world and a large pro- 
portion of the stock of the corporation is 
held as a 
permanent 
investment. 


Another company is started as a rival 
to the former. It can pay no dividends, 
anil is not likely to, for its promoters re- 
paid themselves double their original 
outlay through the medium of a con- 
struction company, and they propose to 
make more by selling out. 
But this 


concern can and docs injure the dividend 
paying company, though not much. In 
course of time the leading spirits in each 
corporation come together secretly, anil 
arrrange what, in a term borrowed from 
the -gaming-table is called a "deal." 
The dividend-paying company is to ab- 
sorb the other, aud to double its own 
stock. An elaborate programme is laid 
out, extending over many months. As 
the first step in it, holders of the dividend 
paying stock must be induced to sell out 
—"shaken out" the street calls it. The 
corporate dishonesty begins at this 
point. The Board of' Directors meet, aud 
In their ollicial capacity they issue a 
quarterly statement of the companies 
affairs, which is a carefully concocted 
falsehood from beginning to end. In it 
they represent that business has fallen 
off to the most serious extent; that 
the revenues have so greatly shrunk 
that it would be highly impolitic to 
declare the -usual quarterly dividend; 
that a reduced dividend must bo declared 
which, it is true, will require most of 
the surplus in the company's treasury 
to pay, but by careful economy they 
hope it may be fully earned in the future. 
The issuance of this ollicial falsehood 
has been prepared for by the industrious 
propagation of rumors that the affairs of 
the company aro in a truly deplorable 
condition. The board votes tho reduced 
dividend, the men who nrc in the secret 
have previously sold their stock, and 
they set to work to break down the 
market by short sales. The price begins 
to sink rapidly, innocent investors are 
frightened at "what they see and hear, 
they make haste to sell, and tho price 


« on sinking witb •very lot afferod. 


At last it reaches a level whcra (Lo con- 
spirators decide it is time to buj. 
Thoy 


have covered their short contracts, and 
make their profits that way; and under 
their buying the, price rises as rapidly as j 
it went down, which catches tho swarm 
of Wall Street stock operators who had 
boon selling' the slock short and were not 
in tho secret. 
When the nion conduct- 


ing the deal get all tho stock they want, 
ollicial announcement is made that tho 
rival companies have agreed to combine, 
and tho slock of the consolidated con- 
cern will bo doubled. This being done, 
the conspirators desire to sell their enor- 
mous holdings of tho watered stock. 
They therefore meet again in their 
official capacity as directors, and issue 
another quarterly statement in which 
everything said in the last is unsaid. 
The revenues aro declared to 
have 


increased in a most unexpected way, 
great 
economies 
have been 
oiVcct- 


cd, aud tlio profits of the quarter am 
large enough to allow a dividend to be 
declared at the full rale on the whole 
doubled capital stock, while, tho outlook 
for the future is such as to give assurance 
that it will bo continued and possibly in- 
creased. This ollicial statement i.s just 
as much a falsehood as the last was.— 
North-Amur tarn Review.

Nearly 
halt' of the weight is tallow, and is a to- 
tal waste. Hence there is a demand 
for beef for city consumption in the 
Unilcd States and Europe with more 
llcsh and less fat. And the inquiry has 
become so earnest that breeders and 
feeders are beginning to heed the de- 
mand. 
Even our English customers 


complain, that.American beef is made 
too much of coVn and too little of grass. 
Tho only way to obviato this complaint; 
is to raise uio're blue grass and loss corn. 
And the pastures should be so arranged 
that growing steers can have tho ad- 
vantage of .it in winter as well as sum- 
mer. 
Corn is not to bo repudiated as 


the food or;Qnish of cattle. Nor is it to 
be donie.d:that!it is a llesh as well as fat 
producing; article of diet. 
But cattle 


raised mainly on swoet, tender grass, 
have a greater proportion of llcsli, 
than when fed mainly on corn. 
Tho 


complaint cannot bo remedied altogoth-1 
or by the change of food. 
It must be 


largely aided by the breeder in select- 
ing stock inclined to a large amount of 
juicy llesh and less bone and fat. 
Our 


soil and water saturated with lime is 
calculated to produce larger'boues, so 
breeders must judiciously select small 
boned and well fleshed animals. 
We 


have always contended that tho profes- 
sion of stock breeding meant something, 
and if it is. not employed to improve in 
every way, the busine.is should, be aban- 
doned, and those men called thorough- 
bred cattle raisers. This is a serious 
question to consumers, and wo plead 
for more tender, juicy liesh and smaller 
piles of tallow with our boc£.—Iowa 
State Register.

Tickles and Pickling. 


The number of questions which conic 


to us every summer on the subject of 
pickles, is very great. 
The purport of 


a majority of "these is: " How can wo 
put iij) pickles to look like those sold in 
jars at thu stores?" 
Tho fine appear- 


anco of these pickles in bottles is duo 
to- two things: They are made green 
In- tho uso of copper, and tho vinegar is 
colorless. 
It is called "White-wine 


vinegar," 
but is. really mado from 


whiskey. 
So far ,as health goes, this; 
vinegar is as wholesome as any other, j 
but it is entirely lacking in tho pleasant ! 
odor and taste of cider vinegar. 
Hand- j 


some pickles can not be mado with ' 
cider vinegar, but they are a great deal : 
better. The pickles arc greened by j 
soaking them to free them from salt, in • 
a copper vessel, or most generally by j 
the use of Verdigris, which is the ace- j 
tato of copper. 
As wo do not advise I 


tho making of pickles green by this j 
process, we do not give 'the details. : 
Such pickles should hot be bought, and 
ought not to be sold. 
Serious results' , 


may follow the continued uso of even ' 
tho minute quantity of copper these ' 
handsome pickles contain. 


At tho pickle-factories, tho owners 


contract with the growers for encumbers 
of a si/,e that may be agreed upon, at 
•a lixed price per thousand. 
If the size . 


is small, the vines must bo looked over 
every day or two. 
Whatever the size, ' 


thov must alway bo cut from tho vines, 
with tho stems loft on them. 
At the ' 


factories they uro placed in largo wood- 
en vats, using half a bushel of salt, to 
; 


live bushels of cucumbers, with water 
enough to cover them. In salting them 
for homo use, an ordinary whiskey or 
alcohol barrel may bo used, removing 
one head, and making a follower of 
boards, to keep tho •cucumbers under 
the brine. The qucn'nibors are placed 
iti tho. barrel as They are picked, and 
salt sprinkled among them. 
When the 


barrel is half full, add water to cover 
the 
cucumbers; 
as 
more are ad- 


ded, 
use 
more salt, and water if 


needed, to cover them, using 
half 


a busho! of salt to the barrel. When 
full, head up tho barrel, knock out tho 
bung, and fill up completely with water. 
In tight barrels'cucumbers in a brino of 
this strength will keep for a long time. 
In salting small quantities, a brine 
strong enough to float a potato may be 
poured over tho cucumbers, placed in a 
jar or keg. 
It takes about a month for 


the brino to thoroughly penetrate them, 
and make thorn fit for putting into vin- 
egar. For family uso most persons pre- 
fer the cucumbers rather larger than 
those sold in bottles:, whatever the size 
lixed upon, it is desirable to have all in 
the same lot:as nearly, of a size as pos- 
sible.

Tho following vegetables may bo salt- 


ed in the same manner: Green tomatoes, 
string beans, green peppers, murlynias 
(taken when very tender), and unripo 
melons with 
the 
contents removed 


through a hole made in the side. 
Pop- 


pers have a slit made in them to admit 
the brine into the interior. 
At the 


pickle-factories, groat care is takpn to 
uso only the purest salt; that contain- 
ing lime is said to cause decay. 
Coarse 


salt in crystals is the best.—American 
Agriculturist.

TACTS AND FIGURES. 


A series o'f experiments has been re- 


cently conducted by Herr Kissling, of 
Bremen, with the view of ascertaining 
the properties of nicotine and other poi- 
sonous substances in the smoke of ci- 
gars. 
Ho specifics as strongly poison- 


ous constituents carbonic oxide, sulphu- 
retted hydrogen, pruss'm acid, picoline 
bases and nicotine. 
The first three, 


however, in such small proportions, and 
their volatility is so great that their 
share in'the action of tobaeco smoke on 
tho system may bo neglected. 
The pic- 


oline bases, too, are present in compar- 
atively small quantity, so that tho poi- 
sonous character of the smoke may be 
almost exclusively attributed to the large 
proportion of nicotine present. 


Only a small part of the nicotine in a 


cigar is destroyed by the process of 
smoking, and a relatively large portion 
j asses oil'with tho smoke. The propor- 
tion of nicotine in the smoke depends, 
of course, essentially on tho kind of to- 
bacco; but the relative amount of nico- 
tine which passes from a cigar into 
smoki> depends chiolly on how far the 
cigar has been smoked, as the nicotine 
ci MI touts of the unsmoked part of a ci- 
gar is in inverse ratio to the six.o of 
This part, i. o., more nicotine the short- 
r.r the part. 
Evidently, in a burning 


cigar, the slowly advancing xotio of 
glow drives before it the distiilahlc mat- 
II.TS, so that in tho yet imbimit portion 
a constant accumulation of these takes 
plarc. 
It would appear that in the case 


of cigars that are poor in nicotine, more 
of this substance relatively passes into 
smoke than in the case of cigars with 
much nicotine; also' that nicotine, not- 
withstanding its high boiling point, has 
remarkable volatility.—London Times.

The Apiiroacliinic Sale of tlie Books 


of the Library Association—An im- 
portant Public Question. 
With all its refinement and culture, 


and solicitude for the good conduct of 
its citizens, Janesville is immeasurably 
behind thousands of much smaller places 
in provisions for the cultivation of its 
youth, and means to distract idlers from 
indulgence in vice. No ono with a scin- 
tilla of common sense will deny tho 
tho efficacy of a free library, where 
leisure moments can be passed profitably 
in acquiring knowledge, not otherwise 
attainable by a great many. The project 
has been started before now, yet has 
always

deavor. 
Indeed 
each 
recurring 


year, instead of advancing the scheme, 
has placed it further in the back ground. 
The old city charter contained a provi- 
sion authorizing the city to make yearly 
payments to a library to assist in sus- 
taining it, but in the revised charter, tho 
subject has beon completely ignored. No 
worse commentary upon the public spirit 
of a community oould be made than the 
refusal to educate tho masses, and that a 
public library, where every one is enti- 
led to its privileges, is conducive to ed- 
ucation is indisputable.

sed to donate a certain] sum annually to 
\ library, tho city council invariably 
ailed to fulifil the requirement. 


Under the old regime, however, this 


eleemosynary contribution was not ur- 


ently needed, as tho Young Men's Asso- 


ciation, under whoso auspices tho library 
was maintained, was then in a flourish- 
ng condition and could with somecouvcn 
enco dispense with the begrudged as- 
sistance. Since then, the management 
of the library has passed into other hands, 
patronage has fallen off, interest abated' 
osvmg to increasing financial embararss- 
ments, until the Association is reduced 
to the necessity of disposing of the books, 
in order to roloive them of tho incubus.

saud volumes, of a select character, 
aud that they must be sacrificed to pay 
debts aggregatieg not over 8200!

the city allow such a sacrifice to be mado ? 
Will the member of the city council, re- 
fuse to confer a public blessing because 
of a blind, refusal to asknowledgo tho 
benefit? Will twelvo thousand people, 
persist in apathetically considering the 
movement for the good of all ? And will 
tbis splendid chance to establish a free 
library bo allowed to pass unnoticed, sim- 
ply because it can bo done at some future 
time, as it will have to be?

arises, how is it to be done? Under the 
old charter tbo plan was simple, and Mr. 
Sutherland, when Mayor, advised it iu his 
inaugural, but without 
effect.

object can still be accomplished feasibly, 
though not under any charter provision. 
The statutes provide that any city of not 
over 50,003 inhabitants can establish a 
free public library, aud levy an assess- 
ment of not exceeding one mill on tho 
dollar for its maintenance, by the consent 
of a majority of the electors. 


The ouly thing to bo done then, is for 


the council to call a special election, and 
tho peoplo will vote for it. 


City Attorney Hyzer, wheu questioned 


on the subject, expressed himself as 
heartily m favor ot the plan, and a num- 
ber of the most prominent citizens also 
indorse it, 


As the matter now stands the books 


must be sold, as the association is too far 
in arrears to continue tho support of the 
institution.
